Therefore the wil- 
dom of all Chriſtians is, To labour co have judgements in- 
formed according to the Scriptures , and that the Scriptures and 
their ay. 957 may ſpeak both one thing: and to that end, let us 
conſider the maner of Gods ſpeaking to the ſons of men. 
Rom. 4. 17. He faith to our Father Abraham, Ar it i written, 
I bave made thee a fat ber of many nations before bim whom be 
believed, even God, who quickneth the dead, and calleth things 
that are not 41 though they were, cc. Obſerve, God ſpeaks then 
ia that pteſent time to Abrabam ſaying, I have made thee a fa- 
ther of many nations , notwittſtanding Abraham was not the 
Facher of one Child at that time, but 1ſhmac/ : ſee Gem. 17. 5. how 
__ * we underſtand, / have made thee a father of many na-

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Anſw. The Apoſtle b us plainly, Rom. 4. 17. that it was ſo 
before God , who calleth things that are not as though they 
were t and ſo becalleth Abrabaw the Father of many Nations, 

he was not as yet; no not the Father of Iſaac, in whom bis 
ſeed ſhould be called. 

like may again be obſeryed when he called Chrift a La mb 
ſlain from the fonnaat ion of the world, Rev. i 3.8. yet he was not 
ſlain many thouſand yeers after. 

Therefore the ſame may again be conſidered about Gods Election 
from the foundation of the world, thus: 

God calleth Abrabam 4 father of many nations , though not 
ſo; God calleth Chriſt, « Lam ſlain from the foundation of the 
world, though not ſlaia many thouſand yeers after, till he was a man 
in the fleſh: even ſo he calleth men elected from the foundation of the 
world, though not elected many thouſand yeers afcer, till they are 
men in the fleſh: yet it is all ſo, and done betore God, who foreſeeth 
and knoweth all chings, even from eternity to eternity; and there- 
fore calet h̊ things that are not as though they were : tor he ſeeth 
the beginning and end of all mens actions, whether good or evil, at 
once i And keene as well from the foundation of the world what 
men would do in their generations, as they can know when their 
lives and actions are finiſhed, He therefore could as well conclude of 
_ pere 5 damnation 8 men can know chemſel ves at 

end of their days, or at the day of judgements 

By all which it n un was called « Lam flain from 
the foundation of the world, and yer not ſlain nor touched till the 
day of his death: ſo alſo, although God calleth men EleR from the 
foundation of the world, yet they are not EleR nor choſen, untill the 
very day of cheit converſion, and turning from (in to God: for God 
ealeth things that are not as thongh they wererfrom whence it is 
evident they were not Elec although ſo called. 

Again, if we conſider Election according to the foreknowledge 
4 0 0 is pelo wry: Th 5 oy Pat. 1. 2. gon om to 
the joreknowltage of God, through ſanitifieation of the Spirit, 
unte obedience. N From hence Rn 5 | 
If the EleRt are choſen through the ſanctiſication of the Spirit, then 

they were not choſen before they had the Spitit, and were ſancti- 
by the Spitit.

Again, 2 Theſſ.2.13. we are bownd to give thanks alway to 

od for yon, Brethren, beloved of the Lord, becauſe God bat 
Hm the beginning choſen you to ſalvation, through ſanitifica- 
tion of the Spirit, and belief if the truth, wherennto you were 
called by our Goſpel. From whence I argue thus: 

If the Saints ate choſen to ſalvation through ſanRification of 
the Spirit, and believing of the truth,and were called to be. 
lieve that truth by the hearing of the Goſpel, then they were 
not choſen before they had believed the truth, and before they did 
hear the Goſpel, by which they were called to believe. 

But they were choſen through believing the truth, and called to 
believe it by the Goſpel, as aforeſaid ; and faith comet h by 
hearing,Rom.1 9.17. 

Therefore not choſen before they had a being, no more then Chriſt 
was flain before be had a being. 

For according to the Scripture chey were 1 through ſantt᷑ i 
feat ion of the Spirit, and belief of the truth : and if through it, 
then not without it ( obſerye that :) but it is through it, therefore 
not without it= Moreover, they were called to this faich by the 
* they never heard before they had a being. 

ore it is clear, their Election was not before their conver- 
fion, though God faw ie before : neither indeed can it be, becauſe the 
EleR are all choſen in Chriſt, Eph. 1,4.but I can prove that thoſe 
very Ele&t Epheſians were once out of Chriſt, chap. 2.11,12, 
Remember (ſaich the apa) that at that time ye were with- 
ont Chriſt, without hope, without God in the world: from whence 
I argue thus. 

If at chat time they were without God, and without Chriſt, 
then at that time they were not in him: for they could not be wich- 
out him and within him both at one time: and if not in Chtiſt, then 
not choſen.in him, as all rational men will grant. From all which 
I conclude, 

That men were EleQted ia Chriſt according to the Scripture ; yet 
never in him, before they believed in him : and they never believed 


in 
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Coe Yhims " 4 Welt not 
called by God who juftifieth the ungodly, and cafieth things thy 
are not, as though they were. | 

Again, how. plain is it Epþ.1.1 1,132. where Paul ſaih that they 
whom God did predeſtinate according to the connſel of bis own 
will, tobe to the praiſe of bis glory, were ſuch as did firft tra is 
Chriſt : and in ver.1 3+ he faith, that they erufted in Chreft after 
they beard the word of truth, the Goſpel of their ſalvation, (not 


before )cthe which they never heard before they were born,all men will 
grant that have but reaſon. 


Again, how clear is that text, 1 Pet. 1.2. Eleft according to 
the forcknowledge of God? whence it is plain, if God knew them, 
before he Ele ed ther, then he knew them as men in the fleſh, and 
not as they were nothing: and if he knew them as they were men, 
they mult necds be bora fitſt; for of nothing. nothing can be known 
before time, nor choſen ia time. Therefore I conclude, that the real 
and abſolute act of Election comes to pals in time, 0 known 
of God before time, who actording to bis foreknowledge caleth 


things that are not 4s though they were and ſo calleth mea that 


ate not EleRted, as though they were Elected. 

And thus is the great Ob jection about Gods E ection anſwered, 
and the ſtumbling · block taken away : to the end that men might 
work ont their Salvation with fear and trembling, and e 
their Calling and Election ſure. 

The ſame may alſo be confidered of Gods predeſtination or fore- 
appointing all obedient believers to Life and Salvation, (not without. 
but) according to his foreknowled ge of all their words and actions 
from the foundation of the world. And ſo likewiſe he predefti. 
nateth or fore-appointeth all diſobedient unbelievers and apoltates to 
death and damnation (not without. but) according to bis fore- 
kuewledge of all their words and actions from the foundation of 
the word. 

Thus 1 do belcve that God foeſa all men and thipgs paſt, pre- 
lent and to come. at once: I do believe thit God forclawy Adams 
fall lorg before he was 2 creature in being; for nothing is hid from 


his cycs, but all things are naked and bare before bim with whom 
we have to do, Heb. 4. 13.

To wich 1 anſwer , Bu: what works ? It is true God doth not 
chuſe us becauſe of «ty works of righteouſneſs that we have done & 
can do out of Cariſt; tor out of him 10 wo ks ite accepted : there» 
fore it is laid. Not of wor bs left any man ſhinld boaſt : therefore 
no works are required ot unbelieyers ; but che very r iert of the 
Wick:d are an ab. mination tothe Lord : bur it is b<caule of works 
of r1ightecutnels that Chriſt hum it hath r oH t for us in his own

And thus is Election and Reprobutica to be conkidered, according 
to the foreknowledge of God in Chriſt, or out of Chrift, from the 
foundation of the world according to the Scriptures. Which if well 


conſidered, it would put an end to all che confuſed and diſtracted 
choughts in men about cheſe things

Anſw. Even Gods great love ot pity wherewich he loved us, even 
when we were dead is treſpaſſes and fins, Eph. 2. 4. at that time 
be commended bis love towards u, in that while we were yet 
ſinners Chriſt died for us, Rom. 5. 8. 

Thus all men may ſee, that I do not bold that God choſe any to 
Life and Salyation for any good in them, before he pur it in them; 
as 1 ſhall cow make appear more at large, by the Scriptures, con- 
ſideriog the cauſes in order, deſcending from God to us or aſcending

Our 2 of Chriſt is the cauſe of his giving us eternal life; as 
it is written, Mark 1 6.1 6. Rev. 22.14. Hes. 5. 9. He that he- 
lieveth and is baptized, ſhall be ſaved. And, —_ are they 
that do bis Commandments that they may have right tothe tree 
of life , and may enter in thorow the gates imtothe City. And, 
C wy being made perfef# through ſufferings , be became the 
Amuthor of eternal ſalvation nnto all them that obey bim. 

Thus are the cauſes of Gods Election and mars Salvation laid 
down ia order, ſo clearly, that the meaneſt capacity may underſtand 
them : which more briefly are thus: 


I. Gods love was the cauſe of his ſending his Son to die for fig- 


ers. 
2. Chriſts dying for ſinnett, and rifing again for their juſtifica- 
tion, is the cauſe of the Goſpels preaching. 
3. The E of the Goſpel is the cauſe of our believing.

J. The knowing our ſelves juſtified from fin by the blood of 
Chrift, is the cauſe of out love to Chriſt. 
6. Ourlove to Chriſt, is the cauſe of our obeying of Chriſt. 
7- Our obeying of Chriſt is the cauſe of his becoming the Au- 
thor of eternal ſalvation to us, and all them that obey him. 
Now if we coaſider the cauſes in order from us to God, it is as 
clear, beginning at the laſt.

Thus it appears , that it is wot for any works of righteonſueſs 
th we bave dene, but of his love and mercy he ſa ved us, by leads 
ing a Saviour, 77t. 3. 4,5. From all which theſe following things 
are conſiderable, and ought to be conſidered of all that defire to fear 
God aright, 

I. There was a neceſſity of Gods love in ſending his Son to die for 
us ; without which he had not come to die: 1 Fobn 4.10. 

2. There was a neceſſity of Chriſts love in dying for us; without 
which, the Goſpel could not be preached, 1 Cor.1 5.3,4- 

3. There was a neceſſity of the Goſpels being preached ; without 
which, ehere could ha ve been nd believing, Kom.1 9.1 14.1 5.1 7. 

4. There 1s a neceſſity of out believing the Goſpel; without which 
we cannot be juſtified from our fins by faith in the blood of Chriſt : 
KRom.3.2 5. 4X 

5. There is a neceſſity of our being juſtified by faith in the blood 
of Chriſt , without which, we canaot come to know that he loved 
as, and waſhed ne from our fins bis own blood,Rev.1.s. 

6. There is a neceſſity of our knowing his love wherewith he firft 
loved us ; without which, we cannot love him again: For, we love 
him, becauſe be loved u firſt, 1 John 4.19. 

7. There is a neceſſity of our loving Chrilt who loved us firſt | 
without which , we cannot keep his Commandments : For, this 1 
lovethbat we keep bu Commandments ; and by Commandments 
are nt gric ves, 1 John 5.3, 

8. There is a neceſixcy of our keeping his Commandments, and o- 
bey ing his voice; without which, we cannot inherit the promiſes,nox 

be heirs of eternal life, For, Chrift is become the Aut bor 0 
eternal ſalvation to all thoſe that obe; Sim, Heb. 5 9. And, 
Bleſſed are they which do buy commandments that they may have 
ig bete the tree of life , and enter in through the gates into the 
Cty. 
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have done the will of God, we might inberit the promiſes . Heb. 
10. 36. For the doers of the Lords work are bleſſed in their 
deeds. James 1. 25. But thoſe that are contentions, and do 10: - 
bey the truth but obey wwrightconſueſs , bt will render indigna- 
tion and wrath : trobulation and anguiſh uyon every ſoul of man 
that doth evil. And, Thoſe which will not hear bim ( even 
Chriſt, that great Prophet ) 1mmall things what ſas ver be ſhall ſay 
unto them hall be deſtroyed from among bi; people with an ever 
laſting deſtruit ion from the eeſence of G and from the glory 
of his power , when be ſhall come in 2 fire , to render 
Deng eance on them that know not God, and obey not the Goſpel 
of our Lord Jeſus Chrift. Sec Rom 2.8, 9. ARt.3.22,23. 2 Theſſ. 
1.7.8.9. 

By all which we ſee, that there is as great a nece ſſity of out keep- 
ing the Commandments and O:dinances of Chrilt, as there was of 
Gods ſending his Son to die for us, and as there was of Chrifts dying 
for our fins, and rifiag again for out jultification : for, without faith 
in Chrilt and obedience to Chriſt, there is no promiſe of life and ſal- 
vation by Chriſt. 

All which may ſetve ſharply to reprove thite ſorts of people. 

Firſt , Thoſe which are ignorant , and know not Chriſt , nor his 
Commands, what they are ; and are contented with their ignorance, 
and think to make that a cloak for their ſias. 

Secondly , Thole which are careleſs, and when they know God, 
and Chriſt, and his Commandments, will not do them, but preſume 
upon mercy and ſalvation without obeying of Chriſt. Theſe are thole 
which think to be ſaved by faith onely , hithout doing the will and 
work of God in their generation ; the which James calleth vain 
men, James 2.14.17, 20 ſaying, What doth it profit if they have 
faith, and net works ? Canfaith ſave them ? But wilt thou 
know , O vain man. that faith withowt works is dead ? was not 
Abraham our father wſtificd 97 works, when be had offered xp 
bis Son Iſaac ? Stefft thow not how faith wrought with bis works, 
and by works was his fanth made per fell: 

Thirdly , It ſerves to reprove thole molt ſharply , who after they 
have known the truth, ar.d walked therein, having rafted the good 
word of Gad. and found it ſveet and pleaſant to cheir fouls,and have 
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mand ment once delivered to them, their later end will be worſe 
then their beg inning. And it had been beiter for them they bad 
never knewn the way of trath : for they chiefly ſhall be puniſhed

But now how ſhall the Lord judge the world in 
righteouſneſs, by that man Chriſt Jeſus, hom be hath ordained, 
if the wan Chriſt Feſme did not dre for the world ? And therefore 
the Scripture faith,that te this end Chrift died and roſe again, and 
revived, that be might be Lord bet the dead and living. 
Rom. 14. 9. which quick and dead he wil judge at bis appearing 
and bis kingdom , 2 Tim.4.1. And when he doth judge them, he 
will judge them according to the Goebel: but how can he judge 
them in righteouſneſs according to the Goſpel, when there was never 
any Goſpel for them, or mercy offered to them? 

Obj. But if Chrift died for all, and God was willing that af 
ſhenld he ſaved , why then are not all ſaved? . 

Anſw. Becauſe they believe not in the onely begotten Son of God, 
who is their Saviour, Jeb 3.18. and God called, and they refuſed ; 
he ſtretched out his hand and they regarded not; he counſelled them, 
but they would none of his counſels ; he reproved them , but they 
let at nought all his 1eproots, buc followed after lying vanities and fo 
forſook their own mercies, and denied the Lord that bought them, 
and brought upon themſelves, ſwift defiruQtion : and becauſe they 
received not the love of the truth that they might be faved ; there- 
fore (if you would ko my ore) God gave them up to ſtrong 
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act the truth, but had pleafure in unrighteouſneſs. See Prev. 1. 24. 
25.26,27,28,29,30,31,35. 25. 1. 1.2. 27e. 2. 1011,12 
And again Chrift faith, How oft would I have gathered you to- 
gether , as a ben gathereth ber chickens ander ber wings ? aud 
ye wonld not , Mat. 23.27. And this is the reaſon why forme men 
are not ſayed: for God never promiſeth life and ſalvation to any man 
whether he will or no 3; but threatneth death and cyerlaſting de- 
ſtruction to them which believe not, and obey not the Golpel, 
17. 1.8.9.

What man is 
there that knoweth not, that if he make uſe Ide will power and

And that the Lord hath given all men enough 
to leave them without excuſe, I have already proved in the former 
part of the book; and if any man would have more , they muſt 
improve that which they have faichfully : for be that is fartbfwul in 
that which is leaſt willbe farthful alſs in much + but be that 58 
unjuſt in the leaft, will alſo 5: nnjuſt in mach, Luk.16.1 0. And 
what man is he that doth not know , that he is not condemned for 
not doing that which he cannot poſſibly do, but for leaving undone 
that which God hath given him power and abilicy ro do ? Let any 
man deny it if he can.

and Phariſees long prayers and faſtings, with disfigured faces, 
nor yet their giving almes to the poor, and Tythes of all they poſſeſ- 
ſed, that coula give any of theſe a manſon in Heaven: (and why d) 
Bec auſe they ſonght it not by faith, but by the works of the Law, 
Rorn. 9. 36,3 1,32. and ſo it is to this day; men would with Ba-

day, and left they ſin againſt that true Light that is come into the 
world to enlighten every man , (which is Git) who by his Word 
aad Spirit hath made known to the ſons of men whatſoever he ſaw 
in the boſome of the Father; yea, even the whole counſel of 
God, which is neceſſary to Salvation. Therefore let all men take heed
